To Defeat Tom Grimes in the 
Fourth District. 


WILL TRY TO GET UP A DEADLOCK 


And Compromise on H. BR Harris-—So Ku 
‘ mor Goes—Senator Brown and the Sa- 
vannah Harbor Appropriation. 


Wasnindron, June 27.—[Special.}—It seems 
that Collector Orenshaw is determined to 
“down Grimes.” The quéstiou is “will Tom 
doit!’ Hereis what Mr. John W. Hail, of 
Talbotton, the assistant clerk of. the house, 
says about the political situation in the fourth 
district, today: 

“'T have the statement from acreditable gen- 
tleman who is in close proximity fand conver- 
gant with the situation in the fourth district, 
and who resides in one of the counties north 
of the mountain, that the ostensible friends of 
Colonel Traylor,in Troup, are seeking only 
to further their personal political ambitions 
rather than their sincerity towards Colonel 
Traylor. The gentleman to whom I allude 
gays that a nice slate has been arranged by 
Colonel Bingham, of LaGrange. Upon this 
slate, Colonel H. RR. Harris, third 
assistant postmaster general, Collector 
Crenshaw, and Mr. Scott McFarlin, 
of Troup, are to figure. The slate provides 
that such results shall come from the candi- 
dacy of Colonel Traylor, as to bring about a 
deadlock in the convention, and is to result in 
the nomination of Colonel Harris. Crenshaw 
is to be made third assistant postmaster-gene- 
ral, McFarlin is to take Crenshaw’s place in 
the internal revenue service, and Colone! 
Traylor to go. The actions of certain gentile- 
men,’’ continued Mr. Lfall, “‘impresses mo 
with the semblance of truth in the statement, 
yet I can’t think that Coionel Iarris is personal- 
ly participating in snch ascheme to defeat Con- 
gressman Grimes. I don’t think his sense of 
justice and his obligations to Muscogee county, 
which ever stood as true to him as did his own 
county, would permit him tO pursue such a 
policy. If such is the intention of the sup- 
posed friends of Colonel Traylor, their object 
will be defeated.

IN THEIR SEATS AGAIN, 

Most of the republican members of both 
house and senate returred from Chicago this 
morning and putin their appearance at the 
capitol. The republican side of the house was 
well filled, for the first time since before the 
convention, but many seats were vacant on 
the democratic side, owing to the dinner given 
by Secretary Whitney at his summer house. 

Quite a breeze was created when Pig Iron 
Kelley moved to lay the tariff bill aside until 
next December, and then taken up and passed 
ifthe people decided to dosoat the polls by 
the election of the democratic ticket. Mir. 
Mills wanted the vote taken in ten days, but 
Mr. Reed would agree to nothing but regular 
consideration by sections, and no agreement 
could be reached.

However, it is believed here that had the Chi- 
cago convention nominated a man whom the 
party believed could have been elected, the 
nomination would have becn postponed until 
after the election. 

‘+ The Star says that General Benjamin Har- 
rison, the republican candidate for president, 
went to school in Alexandria for soveral years. 
His name, carved school-boy fashion on the 
upper walls of the courthouse, was visible 
until erased hy time and the weather within 
afew years. He has some connections living 
in Alexandria. 

SENATOR BROWN’S VICTORY. 

Senator Brown made a very effective fight 
in the committee of the whole ofthe senate 
today, favoring the committee’s amendment 
of two hundred thousand dollars for Savannah 
harbor, in the river and harbor bill. He was 
vigorously opposed by Senator Edmunds, who 
objected to giving the amount on the new proj- 
ect to cost six hundred hundred thousand, and 
thus committing the government tothat work. 
However, Senator Brown fought vigorously 
and succeeded in gaining his point, although 
Senator Edmunds gave notice that he would 
again fight the amendment when the bill 
comes toa vote. Senator Brown is confident 
the appropriation will not be disturbed. 

GEORGE JONES TO BE RXPELLED. 

It is understood here that a republican mem- 
ber of congress will present a resolution to the 
next meeting of the Union Leaguoclub of New 
York for the expulsion of Mr. George Jones, 
of the New York. Times, from that club on 
the ground that he is no longer a republican.

THE STRANGE PRISONER.

If He is Not Partin, the Wife Murderer, 
Who is He? 

RavEicnu, N. C., June 27.—[Special.]—The 
excitement incident to the arrest of the man 
alleged to be Scott Partin is still unabated and 
so far the mystery concerning bis identity is 
unsolved. The prisoner was yesterday after- 
noon shaved and furnished with a new suit of 
clothes. The changes in his personnel will 
compare better with Scott Partin, as he appcar- 
ed at the time of the murder, <All sort of ru- 
mors are afloat of what tire prisoner says and 
does and some declare most positively that he 
said he knew Scott Partin and that hoe was 
dead. Otherg say to the contrary. When 
questioned as to why he first siated that he 
was a native of Buncombe county and then 
rotracted the statement, he gave the excuse 
that he had a motive for it, being desirous of 
finding themames of certain parties in that 
section of the state. 

Whether the man is the voritable Scott Par- 
tin or not may be questioned, but the citcum- 
stances of tlhe case point to the fact that he has 
been guilty of some crime for which he fears 
detection. His varied stories and shifting 
statements of details all point to this, and this 
is the general sentiment now in the public 
mind. 

The nephew of Partin was in the city yester- 
day and saw the prisoner Therte are con- 
flicting rumors of his decision. One state- 
ment is that he was uncertain as to the iden- 
tity of his uncle, but another is to the effect 
that while on his way home he met ao gentie- 
man whom he told he was positive it was his 
uncle, 

J.H. Walton, father-in-law of Partin, inter- 
viewed him today, after which Walton made 
the following afiidavit: 

I am father-in-law of Scott Partin; have this day 
examined the man who was arrested forhim. There 
is nothing about the manu that I can identify. There 
is nothing about him that looks like Scott Partin. 
Partin bad dark blue eyes; this man has brown 
eyes: Partin had a smallor squint eye; this man hes 
an open, or. bland look. This man’s hair is biacker 
than Partin’s. Partin’s cyebrows were heavier than 
this man’s, This man stands erect; Partin 
stooped or had round shoulders. This man’s 
beard is more reddish than Partin’s, 

This evidence of Walton’s was not conclu- 
sive, as he stated that ho did not know of the 
loss of a finger sustained by Partin, and knew 
nothing of certain marks on Partin’s shoulder, 
which are exactly reproduced on the shoulder 
of the prisoner. The oflicials are in o quan- 
dary. They fear to release the prisoner and 
have nothing to justify them in holding 
the prisoner. The case is one of extreme per- 
plexity, andthe identity of the man is as 
much in doubt as ever.

WILL FIGHT IT OUT 


If it Takes Till the Fourth of 
March. 


LIVELY DEBATE ON THE MILLS BILL 


Mr. Kelley Makes a Proposition to Post- 
pone the Bill Until After the Election 
—But Mr. Mills is Not Willig. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—The house resumed 
consideration of the public iand bill, the ayes 
and noes being taken on Mr. Holman’s amend- 
ment retaining title in the government to coal 
mines found on public lands, but allowing en- 
trymen to mine such coal deposits until con- 
gress acts further in the matter. 

The amendment was adopted,and the bill was 
then passed. 

On motion of Mr. Scott,- of Pennsylvania, a 
resolution was passed granting leave to govern- 
ment employes who bad. participated in the 
battle of Gettysburg to attend the anniversary 
of that battle. 

Mr. Mills cwued up the tariff bill. Then Mr. 
Kelley rose and said that iw had» proposition 
to make, which he thought would be accepta- 
ble to both the house and the country. Neither 
Chitty’s Pleadings, he said, nor any other book 
indicating the methods of reaching an issue, 
could lead to a fair or more direct issue than 
existed between the two great parties of the 
country. First, the president had sent to con- 
gress a@ message; the democratic convention 
had indorsed and approved it without qualifi- 
cation. The republican convention had. not 
found in it anything worthy of commendation, 
and the issue there was perfectly clear. The 
Mills bill (as it was called) had received the 
approval of the St. Louis convention, and a 
condemnation as cordialof the Chicago con- 
vention. The action of the majority of the 
house in urging the bill forward had been ap- 
proved at St. Louis, and the course which had 
seemed a fitting and matter of duty to the re- 
publican minority of contesting every modifi- 
cation which its judgment could not approve, 
had been cordially approved at Chicago. 

There was, at this point ofjXelley’s remarks, 
soine manifestation of sarcastic laughter from 
the democrats,which led Mr. Kelley to explain 
that he spoke but for himself, no other person 
being responsible for his proposition. 

Continuing, Mr. Kelley suggested that the 
Mills bill should be laid over until the next 
session, With the understanding thatif, at the 
November election, it should be approved 
by the people, the republicans would with- 
draw their opposition; and, if, cn the other 
hand, it should be condemned, unmistakably, 
the bill would be noe further 
pressed. That would leave the question 
of surplus, and upon that subject 
he also had a sugzestion to make; thatas a 
concession to the condition that confronts us, 
the other side of the house would allow the 
eniire internal tax upon fobacco to be re- 
pealed, instead of making two bites of a cherry 
and repealing about $15,000,000 of the $31,900,- 
000 of revenue derived from tobacco. He 
thought this proposition should be accepted§ 
and that members should not swelter out their 
lives in Washington until the end of Septem- 
ber. 

Mr. Mills said that it was true, as the gen- 
tleman said, that the democratic convention 
had indorsed the measure, which was now be- 
fore the house for reduction of taxation on ne- 
cessities of life. It was also true that the issue 
was severely and fairly made, and that it must 
be metin the coming campaign, and it must 
be decided in November, whether the people 
proposed to reduce the surplus by a reduction 
of taxation on the necessaries of life or bya 
reduction of the tax on whisky. These things 
being true, it was somewhat remarkable that 
a proposition should be submitted from the 
menority side to the majority side, when that 
majority side had been instructed to go for- 
ward and pass the bill, not’ only to ccnsidera- 
tion, but to final passage. The majority which 
was responsible to the people for the admin- 
istration of the government, and must go for- 
ward in the path of duty. [Applause on the 
democratic side.] 

That path was a plain one, and it was to 
press the bill, in seascn and out of season, un- 
til unnecessary and unjust taxation on the 
necossities of life was reduced and the surplus 
of the treasury reduced. He had a counter- 

proposition to make. If the gentleman from 
Been ylvania (Kelley) had faith in his own 
proposition, it scemed to be the part of wis- 
dom for the minority to welcome the time 
when a vote should be taken on the bill, and 
democrats put down on record upon it. [Ap- 
plause on the democratic side. ] 

Iie (Mills) made the proposition that there 
should be a stop put to unnecessary talk in the 
way of obstructing the passage of the bill, and 
that an carly day should be fixed upon which 
the bill should be put upon its passage in the 
house. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, said that the proposition 

ade by the gentleman from Pennsylvania 
(Kelley) had been properly declared to be an 
individual suggestion. [Applause on the re- 
publican side.] The republican party had re- 
solved by its properly credited assembly that it 
would give due and deliberate consideration to 
every item in the Mills bill, believing that it 
was its duty to explain and expose the errors 
of the measure. He desired here and now to 
repeat the assertion which had been made in 
open day so many times, that there had been 
no discussion with any purpose of delay—noth- 
ing but an honest and fair discussion fairly 
brought out by an attack—a political attack— 
upon the industries of the United States of 
America. [Applause on the republican ae 

The republican party had taken ground be- 
fore the country that the system of protection 
was valuable in itself, and because it was to 
the interest and advantage of the American 
community was not to be sacrificed. By that 
doctrine the republicans would stand, and by 
that sign they would conquer. [Applause on 
the republican side. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, said that he 
did not intend to make any passionate speech 
in response to the gentleman from Maine 
(Reed), but he rose for the purpose of suggest- 
ing that a day be fixed for taking a vote upon 
the bill. It might as well be understood now, 
as at any other time, that a majority of repre- 
sentatives of the people upon the floor intend- 
ed to have a vote on the bill unless the 4th of 
March was reached by obstructing tactics. 

We are perfectly willing, interpolated Mr. 
Buchanan, of New Jersey, and if the gentle- 
man frem Maine (Reed) was candid in his 
statement, and he accepted the statement as 
candid, nothing up to this time had been done 
for obstruction and nothing would be done for 
obstruction in the future, surely some practical 
agreement could be arrived at. This was an 
etfort to reduce taxation. 

“Oh, no,” come in chorus from the republi- 
can side. 

“Oh, yes,” retorted Breckinridge; ‘‘oh, no, 
but oh, yes, it does reduce taxation. It does 
relieve burdens. It does take money that 
would, under the present system, go into the 
pockets of a favored ¢lass and keep it out of 
the pockets of men that earn it. [Applauseon 
the democratic side.| That is its object and 
that will be its effect.”’ : 

Continuing,’ Mr. Breckinridge remarked 
that the republican party had said that it 
would reduce the revenue not the burdens, by 
the repeal of the tobacco tax and the tax on 
alcoho! used in arts, and that party had formu- 
lated its purposes into the platform. Let it 
put its platform into the fo-m of a legislative 
proposition and let that proposition come to a 
vote, and then let the democratic proposition 


come toa vote. If the republican proposition | 


prevailed, it would become an enactment of 


the lowér house and would go to the republi- | 


can senate. If the democratic proposition 
carried, the republican senate would take it 
under consideration. That was practi¢al leg- 
islation. Could not both sjdes agree on some 

roposition to bring the proposed legislation 
into practical effect? 

The democrats had shown no spirit to pre- 
yent fair discussion. No attempt bad been 
made to limit debate, The democrats desired 
to be liberal, but with that liberality they de- 
sired it to be understood that they intended to 


pass this bill, if the gentlemen did not use ob- 
structive tactics. hey intended to pass it if 
obstructive tactics were employed unless the 
ge wore out the time for which this 

ouse. had been elected. [Applause on the 
democratic side.] With that understanding, 
was it not possible that some practical a 
ment-eoulkl be made? A conclusion ought to 
be reached after ten days more of discussion. 
if that was too short a time, the gentlemen on 
the other side might suggest the proper period. 
Let the gentlemen deal with this question as 
— meu dealing with a business proposi- 
ion. ; 

Mr. Reed said it was an utter impossibility 
for the minority of the house of representa- 
tives to present a bill.whieh could pass, 
cause it was a minority, and if the repnblicans 
propssed # bill to pass ithe house it would have 
to be with such an abatement of republican 
emer onalagy would secure democratic votes. 

‘or them tomake a proposition like that 
would be simply absurd. All discussion on the 
republican side in future, as it has been in the 
past, will be solely for the purpose of elucidat- 
ing the prificiples and questions involved in 
the measure.

China clay, or kaoline, was stricken 
out, and the line was replaced by another 
placing on the free list unwrought glass for use 
in the manufacture of optical instruments, 
spectacles and eyeglasses. 

Another general political debate arose upon 
2 motion of Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey, to 
strike out “‘brick, other than fire brick.’’ 

The amendment was defeated. 

Mr. Mills offered a committee amendment 
placing German looking glass plates on the 
free list, but at the suggestion of Mr. Bayne, 
of Pennsylvania, the matter was allowed to 
#0 over until tomorrow. 

The committee then rose, and the house at 5 
o’clock adjourned.

INCREASED APPROPRIATIONS. 


Savannah's Harbor Gets 8200,000 Instead of 
$00,000, Thanks to Senator Brown. 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—In the senate house 
bills reported and placed on the calendar an- 
thorizing the construction of railroad bridges 
across Oconee river, Georgia; the Flint river, 
Georgia; J'ennessee river at Lamb’s ferry, 
Alabama; Warrior and Tombigbee river, 
Alabama; Ocmulgee river, in Georgia. 

The senate then took up the river and _ har- 
bor appropriation bill. ‘The item for Philadel- 
phia harbor was {first to provoke discussion, but 
it was agreed to. The amendment increases 
the appropriation from $250,000 to $550,000 and 
provides that $300,000 of that amount may be 
expended for the purchase of Smith’s island, 
Wind Mill island and Petty’s island in the 
harbor. 

An amendment striking out an item of 
$100,000 for improving Winyaw bay, George- 
town, S. C., and inserting in lieu a provision 
for the board of army engineers to examine 
Captain Lixy’s plan for improvement was dis- 
cussed at some length. The result was that 
the appropriation was retained and the pro- 
vision was also inserted. 

Among other amendments agreed to were 
the following: Increased appropriation for 
Savannah harbor, Georgia, from $90,000 to 
$200,000, and inserting the words ‘“‘On the pro- 
ject for securing a channel twenty-eight feet 
deep at mean high water from Savannah to 
the sea.’’ The latter partof the amendment 
was opposed by Mr. Edmunds on the 
ground that it would commit 
the government to that project 
which was estimated to cost $6,600,000, and it 
was advocated by Messrs. Brown and Frye; 
increasing the appropriation for Tampa Bay, 
Florida, from $20,000 to} 3250,000 (amended, on 
motion of Mr. Frye, so as to make it include a 
channel to Tampa.) 

The amendmeut striking out the appropria- 
tion of $35,000 for St. Augustine, Florida, and 
inserting in lieu of it a proposition for the ap- 
pointment of board of a engineer oiticers 
to examine Lientenant Ciack’s plan of im- 
provement was opposed by Senators Call, 
Pasco and Reagan. The result was (as in case 
of Winyaw bay) the retention of the appro- 
priation. 

Other amendments were agreed to as fol- 
lows: Increasing appropriations to complete 
the improvement of Cape Fear river below 

Vilmineton, N. C., from $100,000 to $245,000; 
increasing appropriations for Pamlico and Tar 
rivers, (from the mouths to falls at Rocky 
Mount. N. C.,) from $5,000 to $10,000, and of 
Roanoke river, N. C., from its mouth to 
Clarksville, Virginia, from $5,000 to $40,000; 
inserting an item of $5,000 for Lumber river, 
N. C. 

An amendment inserting an item of $10,000 
for Yadkin river, N. C., was the subject of a 
long discussion, the amendment being op- 
posed by Mr. Edmunds and advocated by Mr. 
Ransom. Mr. Edmunds compared Yadkin to 
that other stream which it was once proposed 
to improve, and as to which an army engineer 
reported that it could be made navigable if 
water were pumped into it from another river 
behind the mountain. 

Mr. Kansom remarked that that was a piece 
of imagination on Mr. Edmunds’s part and 
said joculary that if the senatorfrom Ver- 
mont were to see Yadkin river, he would 
chenge his mind (as he done in the case of 
Cape Fear river) and would think that a mill- 


ion or two dollars ought to be spenton it— | 


there was more whisky made in that country 
than the senator Vermont supposed there was 
water in the Yadkin. 

Mr. Edmunds read and commented upon

ON THE THRONE. 


King William Opens the Prus- 
sian Landtag. 


HE IS ENTHUSIASTICALLY CHEERED. 


His Speech Favorably Conimented Upon— 
Address in Reply to the King’s Speech 
Other Foreign News of Interest. 


BERLIN, June 27.—The opening ef the land 
tag was accompanied by an imposing ceremon- 
ial similar to that observed when the reichstag 
met. The white hall of the old castle 
again the scene of the ceremonies. The King 
entered the hall followed by the royal princes. 
The queen and princesses occupied a dais to 
the right of the throne. The members of the 
two houseg of the landtag were stationed oppo- 
site theéthrone—members of the upper house 
on the right, and those of the lower house on 
the left side. 

As soon as the king arrived, the president of 
the upper house proposed cheers for him, and 
they were given with enthusiasm, The king 
did not remove his helmet while reading his 
speech. The chief passages of the address were 


Joudly applauded. When he had finished the 


king extended his hand to Bismarck, who, 
bowing low, kissed it. After bowlimg. to the 
assembly the king left the hall aiaid GO0Risi- 
astic cheering. - 

The emperor’s speech in the dfet Ay 
favorably commented upon. Even the ; 
als are unable to find fault with it. It is stated 
that the czar sent a lengthy letter to Emperor 
William expressing thorough friendship for 
Germany and sorrow for the loss sustained in 
the death of Emperor Frederick. Itis said 
that General Pape will carry to the czar Em- 
peror William’s reply writtenin Russian, in 
which the emperor promises to follow his 
grandfather’s advice respecting friendship for 
Russia. 

The Fremdenblatt confirms the statement 
that Emperor William will visit the ezar at 


St. Petersburg in the first fortnight in July, 


and that he will afterwards visit Emperor 
l’rancis Joseph. 

The addresses of the upper and lower houses 
ofthe landtag in reply to the speech from the 
throne,after expressions of griet at the death of 
Emperor Frederick, consist for the most part 
of prais® ofgEmperor William’s speech. Grat- 
itude is expressed for the promises made by 
the emperor, and assurances are given of faith- 
ful and unflinching support of the crown, both 
in bright and in gloomy days. 

Herr Wedell Piesdorf is mentioned as likely 
to be appointed minister of the royal house- 
hold. His political views are similar to those 
of Von Puttkamer. It is reported that the 
Berlin municipal authorities, some of whom 
hold very liberal views on religious matters, 
were received in a frigid manner by the em- 
peror, and that his majesty concluded his re- 
marks to them by saying: 

‘“‘Make it your business to see that more 
churches are built in Berlin.”’ 

Lonpon, June 27.—The Berlin correspon- 
dent of the Standard telegraphs that “Emperor 
William, with an imposing suite, will embark 
on the imperial yacht, Ilohenzollern, on July 
13th or 14th and proceed direct to St. Peters- 
burg, where he will remain for several days 
and during his stay magniticent fetes will be 
given in his honor.

Such a doctrine tends to destroy consciousness of 
the difference between the good and the evil; be- 
tween justice and injustice and makes force the sole 
basis of society. The churchis not an enemy of 
democracy and rejects no form of government.

A TRESTLE GIVES WAY, 


And a Railroad Train Plunges Twenty Fect 
—Two Men Injured. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga.. June 27.—[Special.]—A 
terrible railroad wreck occurred this morning 
outhe Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
road at the trestle over the Ochlocknee river, 
five miles from this city. Freight train No. 
25, consisting of four cars and thecab, had just 
crossed the river when about 400 fect of the 
trestle gave way, precipitating the entire train, 
except the engine, tothe ground, twenty fect 
below. Fortunately, there were but four peo- 
ple onthe train. The conductorand a negro 
brakeman were seriouslyfinjured. The negro 
will probably recover, but the conductor’s in- 
juries, theugh not necessarily fatal, are dan- 
gerous. 

A special train from Thomasville was sent 
to the wreck as soon as possible, carrying ¢ 
physician and all necessary help. The two in- 
jured men have been brought here and are 
doing well. The cause of the accident is not 
known, but the company is doing everything 
in its power for the men that were hurt. The 
cars are broken into splinters. The passenger 
train from Albany will not come in tonicht, 
but a transfer will be made tomorrow and the 
regular schedule resumed.

A Passenger Who Refused to Give Up His 
Ticket. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., June 27.—/Special.]—An 
interesting and important case was concluded 
today in the superior court, that of Shottky 
against the Tybee road for $3,000 dainages. 
Schottky last summer took the train at Tybee. 
He was unable to get a seat, owing to the 
crowd, and therefore refused: to give up his 
ticket. He was ejected five miles from the 
city, and claimed that he was sick, and fell 
and hurt himself on the crossties. The road 
introduced evidence that Schottky was warned 
beforehand that the train was crowded, and 
that alater train would leaye for Savannah. 
Judge Adams charged: 

Our conclusion is that a passenger who goes 
upon a railroad car, assuming, as he has the 
ight, in the absence of information or evi- 
dence to the contrary to assume, that he will 
be furnished with a seat, may nghtfully refuse 
to deliver up his ticket if a seat be not pro- 
vided, but that a passenger who goes upona 
railroad car with the knowledge that a seat 
cannot be secured, waives his right to the ac- 
commodation, and may be expelléd if he de- 
clines to surrender his ticket; provided, how- 
ever, he is not exposed to any unnecessary or 
unavoidable peril. If Mr. Schottky kuew be- 
fore the train left Tybee that the cars were 
fuil. and that he could not obtain a seat, then 
he waived his right to a seat, and if he refused 
on this account to deliver up his ticket to the 
conductor, the conductor had the right to ex- 
pel liim from the car, exposing him, 
however, to no greater peril than was neces- 
sary. 3 

It is not required that he should be put off 
atastation. It was required, however, that 
he be put off at a place which, in view of the 
locality and of all the cirenmstances, was as 
reasonable, safe and fit for the purpose as was 
practicable. If he was put off in an improper 
piace, a place more unfit or more unsafe for 
the purpose than some other that might have 
been chosen, then the exposure on that 
eround was illegal and. would” give 
him a right to damages, but 
if he was put off ata place as roasonabie, safe 
and fit as could be secured practically for that 
purpose, then’ his expulsion was legal and 
rizhtfol if he went on the cars and knew that 
he could not get aseat. Lf, on the other hand, 
it does not appearthat Mr. Schottky knew be- 
fore the train left Tybee that the cars were 
full, and that he could not procure a seat, then 
he had a right toaseat, and had the right to 
retain his ticket if the seat was not furnished 
him, and the conductor had no right to put 
him'off. He would then be entitled to dam- 
ages. The jury found for the defendant,

The Crop so Far and What it 
Will be. 


What Tho Railroads to the North and West 
im Have Keen Doing-—The Work 
of the Railroads. 


The season is early and the crop a big one. 

The first carload off watermelons passed 
through Atlanta fon June 4th, about a week 
earlier than usual, and they are now going 
north, east and west at the rate of forty or 
fifty carloads a day. 

The railroads are making preparations for 
immense shipments during the next twenty 
days, and “‘stray’’ cars are being called in for 
the transportation of thig season’s crop, whieh 
will surpass that of any previous year. 

The question of time‘has been satisfactorily 
settled by the railroad managers, and the 
schedule for fruits and melons is a fast one, 
but tho question of cars is one that requires 
constant attention from the agents of the vari- 
ous lines. 

The raising of melons for shipment {s prov- 
ing very profitable, and the competition among 
the different transportation companies for the 
handling of this crop is growing more lively 
every day. This rivalry, of course, is friendly, 
and results only in benefit to the growers, in- 
suring prompt delivery and all the facilities 
that can be commanded at this season of ihe 
year. 

The demand for the melon of Georgia is 
still ahead of the crop and new markets are 
rear opening forits sale, better connec- 
tions ‘and more systematic delivery assisting 
greatly in this respect. The railroads appre- 
ciate the importance of this industry and the 
shipment of melons will form no small item in 
the earnings. The season is on at a time when 
other freights are dull and moving slowiy. It 
is not unlikely that another season will see 
the adoption of faster schedules and the 
“melon train from Georgia” will come to be 
recognized as a feature in the railroad busi- 
ness. 

A Novel Sleeping Car. 


There is on exhibition in Boston, a model of | 


a sleeping car, devised by L. J. Harris, which is 
designed to obviate the objections to Pullman, Wag- 
ner, Mann or Monarch cars, and secure the ad- 
vantages of the best of these. The plan and ar- 
rangement are described as follows: 

The cars are to be sixty-four feet long, mounted 
upon six-wheel trucks. At one end they wil! bave 
a kitchen, paniry, toilet room, linen cioset and 
heater. At the other end there willbe an obrerva- 
tion room, a large state room, a toilet room, alibra- 
ry closet andan iron safe with separate drawers for 
each passenger to deposit valuables. The center of 
the car will be oceupied by the main saloon, which 
in the daytime will be simply a handsome drawing 
room, with high studded roof, wide and high win- 
dows, and comfortable reclining or revolving 
chairs. There is no appearance of any 
berths, and apparently not the slightest place for 
them. Butas night approaches the porter raises a 
series of trap doors in the floor of the car, on either 
side of the center aisle, and, fastening the doors in 
a position of right angles with the side of the car, 
forms ten sections, each ontirely Independent 
of the other. By means of a crank, two 
berths. in each section are raised from be- 
neath the floor to their proper position, 
where they are securely fastened, and the chairs 
are put beneath them in the pockets where the 
berths’ rested during the day. The berths are 
found all made up, the mattresses, sheets, blankets 
and pillows being in their appropriate places, and 
each section is ready for occupancy within two 
minutes from the time the trap door fs raised. 

A glance at the outside of the car shows that its 
body drops down some twelve invnes between the 
trucks, thus giving room for berth jecketa These 
pockets do not extend entirely across the car, but 
under the center of itis room for the brake rods 
and air pipes, while steam pipes arc run along the 
sides of the pockets, having registers opening into 
the center of the car, through which the beat is dif- 
fused. There is asystem of trusses, which give suf- 
ticient strength to the depressed floor. Connection 
is made between the chamber containing the steam

south Georgia, and giving the details of the 
bargain. ‘This transaction was advertised 
4n these colurhns at the time, but the adver- 
tisement had no effect on Sherman’s finan- 
_@ial agent. His programme of buying 


.-gouthern delegates was faithfully, and, we 


_ presume, conscicntiously carried out. 

Curiously enough, John Sherman has 
continued to work in this field, although 
he has not found it profitable. Some ofthe 
other republican candidates, at least on 
#hese several oceasions, have reaped the re- 
wards of Sherman’s patient industry. They 
have wisely permitted Sherman to buy the 
colored brother in the south, knowing well 
that he can be bought again at the national 
convention. 

At Chicago it was Alger’s agents who did 
most of the buying. According to the Chi- 
eago papers there was no concealment at- 

mpted. The Alger men had money; they 
— the southern delegates could be 
bought, and they made no bones of entering 
the market. Itis such events as this that 
are calculated to give John Sherman an idea 
of the lively sting that has its residence in 
the curled tail of ingratitude.

The Floods in Mexico and Texas, 

During the past ten days Mexico and 
Texas have been visited by phenomenal 
floods. 

Our telecrams have given a partial ac- 
count of the destruction and damage caused 
by these frightful cloud bursts. The city of 
Leon, in Mexico, with a population of over 
200,000 inhabitants, was almost completely 
wrecked. The surging waters destroyed 
2,224 houses built of sun dried brick, 
drowned 1,500 people, and left 2,000 fami- 
lies homeless. The city was left standing 
in the center of a vast lake, and all the val- 
leys for hundreds of miles were turned into 
inland seas. — 

The hilly regions of Texas suffered a 
Similar visitation. The small streams 
swelled to the size of large rivers. So rap- 
ddly did the water rise that in many in- 
stances the flood overwhelmed and swept 
away vehicles and teams that had halted in 
' @smallstream only long enough to water 
the animals. Atan unexpected momenta 
_ torrent would rush down from the hills car- 
rying off everything in its way. Near 
Brenham a fishing party camped on the 
dank of a creek. The appearance of a 
Wwaterspout caused the creek to rise so sud- 
denly that the fishermen had barely time to 
mount their horses and escape to the hills. 
Their hack, tent and part of their clothing 
had to be abandoned, and it was with great 
difficulty that the fugitives saved their lives. 

These remarkable floods are growing more 
frequent every year, and are enlarging their 
area. If they ever make their appearance 
in the thickly settled states the loss of life 
and property will be tremendous. Such 
floods in the Piedmont region and on the 
south Atlantic slopes would carry all the 
tillable soil into the sea, and leave a bleak 
and barren waste.

The Unluckiest Family In History. 

Ifthe republican party managers had 
scoured the highways and byways they could 
not have found a man with a more ominous 
name than Harrison. 

Generations ago one ofthe early Harri- 
sons took an active part in the execution of 
Charles the First. For a time all went 
well with him, but when the second 
Charles came to the throne the luckless 
regicide was condemned to death, and the 
sentence was carried out under circuin- 
stances of signal atrocity. 

The Harrison who signed the declaration 
of independence was perhaps the most for- 
tunate member of the family, but if the 
story of his life could now be told in full it 
would doubtless appear that he did not es- 
cape his share of trouble. 

William Henry Harrison had fate against 
him. In his miktary operations in the 
northwest the mistakes of his subordinates 
came very near crushing him, and the cam- 
paign would not have beena success if it 
had not been for the victories won on the 
lakes by the navy. Hewas elected to the 
presidency only to die within a month after 
he entered the white house. 

The president’s son, John Scott Harrison, 
was the victim of a horrible outrage. His 
body was stolen, sold toa medical college, 
and accidentaily found and recognized in 
the dissecting room by the dead man’s son, 

The Harrison who is now put forward by 
the republicans as their standard bearer is 
the lineal descendant of these ill-fated men. 
His political career has been’a succession of 
failures. He failed to get the nomination 
for governor in 1872, and when lhe secured 
the nomination in 1876 he failed to get 
elected. At the expiration of his one term 
in the senate tlie people retired him. 

Even this brief summary makes it appear 
that the Harrisons were born under un- 
lucky stars. It will not do to laugh all this 
away as a superstitious fancy.‘ The masses 
and many intelligent and cultured men are 
influenced by just such things. One of the 
most successful of our financiers made it a 
rule never to have anything todo with an 
unlucky man as a ffiend, confidant or em- 
ploye. 

It goes without saying that Harrison is 
not a name to conjure with.

Was Blaine Sincere? 

The question of Mr. Blaine’s sincerity in 
declaring that he did not- want and could 
not accept the republican nomination is one 
of more doubt than it was before the recent 
republican convention. 

It has been charged by many, all along, 
that Mr. Blaine’s emphatic position, as set 
forthin his European. letters, was buta 
cloak to cover his real purpose, and that he 
simply took that position with the view of 
bringing about his own nomination in such 
a Way as to makeit appear that to him only 
could the party look for its leader. 

Mr. Blaine’s recent message to the repub- 
lican convention came rather too late to 
bear out the idea of his sincerity, and they 
were not conveyed in such language as_ to 
emphasize his unwillingness to be made the 
nominee. A number of votes had been cast 
for him throughout the balloting of last 
week, and he was, no doubt, made aware of 
the fact that his lieutenants were on the 
ground and were doing their best to shape 
matters in such a way as to force the con- 
vention to turn to him. This is what 
brought about the deadlock, and what ad- 
journed the convention day after day for no 
other purpose than to communicate with 
Mr. Blaine and strengthen his position be- 
fore the convention. Had he replied tothe 
first day’s work of the convention by send- 
ing the message which he did not send until 
several days later, and had he then begged 
his friends to respect his wishes, which he 
did not do until after he had been before the 
convention nearly a week, there would then 
have been no doubt as to his honesty. 

It is charged now that Mr. Blaine fore- 
saw that he could not receive the nomination 
without a bitter contest, as there was an un- 
expected and uncompromising anti-Blaine 
element in the convention. Seeing this, he 
sent his final messages which took him from 
the list of possibilities. 

The question is, was he sincere or not? 
. The public has the evidence; let it render 
its verdict.

William Henry Harrison. 
Eprrors Constirution: Please state the 
circumstances under which William Henry Harri- 
son was nominated and elected peeeaen®. | aH 


General William Henry Harrison, the grand- 
father of the present repubiican candidate, was 
nominated forthe presiderey by a whig national 
convention representing twenty-one states, which 
met at Harrisburg on December 4, 1839, eleven 
months before the election, On the one formal bal- 
lot in the convention proper General Harrison re- 
ceived one hundred and forty eight votes, to ninety 
for Henry Clay and sixteen for General Winfield 
Scott. Jobn Tyler, of Virginia, was unanimously 
nominated for vice-president, and the convention 


adopted no platform. President Van Buren was 
the democratic candidate for re-election, but Gen- 
eral Harrison received the electoral yote of Maine. 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, Ver- 
mont, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, North Carolina, Georzia, Connee- 
ticut, Tennessee, Ohio, Illinois, Mississippi, Indiana 
and Michigan, a total of two hundred and thirty- 
four, as against sixty for Mr. Van Buren, contribu: 
ted by New Hampshire, Virginia, South Carolina, 
llinois, Alabama, Missouriand Arkansas. In the 
campaign of 1836 General Harrison wasalsoa can- 
didate, having been nominated by whig state com- 
ventions held in Pennsylvania and Marylacd. At 
the election General Harrison received the electoral 
vote of Vermont, New Jerséy, Delaware, Maryland, 
Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana, a total of seventy- 
three, as against twenty-six for Hugh L. White, of 
Tennessee, fourteen for Daniel Webster and one 
hundred and seventy for Martin Van Buren. who 
was elected, General Harrison diedon the 4th of 
April, 1841, just one month after his inauguration as 
president. 


HOW THE BLAINES FEEL. 


The Old Man All Right—Mrs. Blaine a Lit- 
tle Disappointed. 
From New York Cablegram, 

As Mr. Blaine looked at me inquiringly I 
called out: ‘Harrison is nominated on the eighth 
ballot.” 

Mr. Blaine smiled and bowed, and said in asound, 
hearty voice: 

“It is a good nomination.” He then turned to 
continue showing Mrs, Carnegie the features of this 
great palatial ruiu. 

Mr. Carnegie appeared for atime to be perfectly 

tupefied. He wasthe only one. who showed any 
disappointment. He burst out with cheers when 
Harrison’s name was mentioned as victor, but there 
was no heartiness inthem., He looked almost 
pathetic as he rolled his eyes towards the man 
whom he admired so much and whom he: thought 
should have stood as candidate, Neither one of 
Mr. Blaine’# daughters showed any more fecling 
than did their father. Miss Margaret Blaine, in a 
dark blue suit, with a jaunty white feather in her 
dark hat, looked the perfect picture of health and 
content. Miss Hattie, who has improved very 
much during her visit abroad, drew her tight-fitting 
light jacket about her and apparently dismissed in 
& moment all thought of her father’s political 
future, : 

As the group walked down into the long gallery 
out of this court, I turned to go and carry the news 
to Mrs. Blaine. I found her sitting overa bright 
open fire, with a light-red shaw! thrown over her 
dark dress and reading Harper’s Monthly. She was 
all alone when she heard the news. Her face did 
not change. I asked ber if she was pleased and she 
said in reply: 

‘‘I am a little disappointed, but I am glad it is 
over. I know Mr. Harrison. He is a very good 
man. Hecomesofa tme family and has a very 
good record asa publicman. When I said I was 
disappointed, I merely indicate a thought of my 
own. I would have liked to have seen Mr. Blaine 
nominated if it could haye been done unanimously: 
but not otherwise. Mr. Blaine did not desire to bea 
candidate, and so that jconsideration was enough to 
sink all one’s personal wishes,” 

Mrv. Blaine then continued to talk and to dwell 
upon Mr. Harrison, She felt pleased that he had 
been selected out ofall other republican candidates 
formally named. From politics she drifted into a 
chat about the coaching trip, and the great pleasure 
she had asa guest; Mrs. Blaine says that their 
coaching experience is near an end. They will 
stay but a short time at Cluny Castle, and then they 
will return to London about th2 middle of July, to 
make préparations for their sailing on the 19th, 

While Mrs, Blaine talked the sound of a band was 
heard, and she at once went toa window, the vil- 
lage procession seeming to amuse her very much. 
Ina moment allthe party came trooping intothe 
room. Mr- Blaine saw that Mrs. Bluine already 
knew the result, and heand Mr. Carnegie retired 
to asmaller private room, where Mr, Blaine pre. 
pared his telegram of congratulation to Mr, Harri- 
son, The message was written in a hearty spirit, 
and was dashed off in a few moments, and Mr. Care 
negie was intrusted with the care of cabling it to 
Mr. Harrison. 

Mr. Blaine thought thatit would not be civil to 
Mr. Harrison to give out this telegram from this 
side, knowing full well thatit would be promptly 
given out for publication upon his arrival. Beyond 
this dispatch of congratulation Mr. Blaine did not 
care toadd anything beyond his first phrase—‘ A 
good nomination.” It was yesterday that I heard 
Mr. Blaine talk most freely of Mr. Harrison, He 
then foreshadowed most clearly hisnomination. He 
spoke of his (Harrison’s) splendid record asa soldier, 
lawyer and statesman. His grandfather was presi- 
dent of the United States, and his creat-grandfather 
was one ofthe signers of the declaration of inde. 
pendence. He had made a good record as a protec- 
tionist, and there was nowhere a flaw in his record, 
All of this glowing talk came yesterday in connec- 
tion with the expression of opinion that Harrison 
would probably be nominated.

OF POCAHONTAS STOCK. 


The Republican Nominee’s Aristocratic In 
dian Blood, 
From the New York Herald. 

It may be interesting to know that ex-Sena- 
tor Benjamin Harrison, of Indiana, has celebrated 
Indian blood in his aristocratic veins. He is one of 
the great army of descendants of the romantically 
celebrated Indian princess, Pocahontas, the line of 
his descent being as follows: 

King Powbatan, sachem of the Indians of east- 
ern Virgiuia, who diedin 1618, had a daughter:— 

The celebrated Pocahontas, born in Virginia, 
1595, and died in England in 1617, She married, as 
his second wife, April 5, 1614, at Johnstown, Va., 
John Rolie, then living in Henrico county, Va.,who 
was some time secretary of the Virginia colony, and 
had by him ason :— 

Lieutenant Thomas Rolfe, of Henrico county, Va., 
who married Jance Rogers (or Poythers), of Enyg- 
land, and had— 

Jand Rolfe, only daughter, died, 1676, who mar- 
nied in 1675 as his first wife Colonel Robert Rolling, 
of ‘“‘Kippax,” in Virginia, who died in 1709, and 
had— 

Major John Bolling, of ‘‘Cobbs,” near Petersburg, 
Va.. born 1676, died 1729, who married first, Mary, 
daughter of Captain Richard Kennon, of “Conju- 
rer’s Neck,’’ near Petersburg, Va., and had— 

Jane Bolling, who married Colonel Richard Ran- 
dolph, of *‘Curles,”’ in Virginia, some time treasurer

Calhoun with a writ of habeas corpus. Mr. 
liara)son was assisted by Colonel G. H. Thom- 
as. The city, the respondent in-the case, was 
represented by Judge Pendleton. 

fhe writ was directed toChief of Police 
Connolly, who was in court with Webb. 

The fact that Webb had been drunk three 
times since the passage of the law was ad- 
mitted by his counsel, and the ordinance was 
read and put in evidence. 

_ Judge Calhoun said he wished to get all the 
light on the question possible, and he expressed 
& Wish to hear from thé lawyers on both sides, 

Mr. Haralson made a short speech. He de- 
nounced the law unconstitutional, since it was 
in conflict with certain other laws of the city. 
He quoted section 16 of the city charter, which 
conferred upon the recorder discretionary 
powers, permitting him to either fine or im- 
hege & person convicted of a misdemeanor. 
Mr, Haralson inveighed against what be char- 
acterized as an iniquitous. measure, which 
compelled the recorder to mete out te offenders 
& punishment which in its extreme severity 
was wholly disproportionate to the offense 
committed. The attorney quoted freely from 
various authorities in constitutional law. He 
urged Judge Culhoun to grant the petition, 
and thereby stamp as invalid this obnoxious 
iaw. 

Judge Pendleton made a few remarks in re- 
ply. He held that because the law was unusual 
aud peculiar it should not be declared uncon- 
stitutional on that account; that it was an or- 
dinance passed by the general council in dure 
form. He maintained that it was valid, but 
intimated that he had not prepared himself to 
make a thorough presentation of his points. 

Colonel Thomas spoke briefly, sustaining 
the arguments made by his colleague. He, 
too, expressed a wish to be given time so that 
he could look up authorities bearing on the 


case. 

Judge Calhoun said before deciding so im- 
portant an issue he should like to be certain of 
the law, and he asked the attorneys to be 
ready to show him authorities next Tuesday 
morning at 10 o’cleck, when the hearing will 
be resumed. 

A great deal of general interest is shown in 
this test case, and the result will be awaited 
anxiously.

“Is it your opinion under oath,” asked Com- 
missioner Stephens, ‘‘that Mr. Waits was 
drunk ?’’ 

“Yes sir,’’ was the reply. 

Mr. Sheridan further stated that he did not 
smell any liquor, and had never before seen or 
heard of Mr. Waits being drunk. 

Patrolman Nolan also gave it as his opinion 
that Mr. Waits was drunk: “Hie was at the 
opera house, and people wero laughing at 
him,” said Mr, Nolan. ‘And [ tried to get 
him to go off duty and let somebody take his 
place. He wouild’nt do that, and I got him to 
go with mé out of the opera house, promising 
to look out for the crowd while he was gone.” 

In reply to questions Patrolman,. Nolan fur- 
ther stated that he did not consider Mr. Waiis 
at the time capable of making an. arrest or of 
performing his duty, being in what appeared 
to be a drunken stupor. He did not smeil 
whisky, but stale beer. 

Dr. Fox had been summoned as a witness 
for the city but was not present. 

Patrolman Starnes, Patrolman Stewart, 
Captain Manly, Detective Buchanan, Patrol- 
man Norman, anda negro employed at the 
carshed, all testified to having seen Patrolinan 
Waits at various times that evening, and that 
he did not give any indications whatever of 
being under the intiuence of liquor, 

An ailidavit sworn out by Mr. Bivins, a 
watchman at the carshed, was then intro- 
duced. The question arose as to whether this 
could be taken as evidence, and it was fiually 
decided that it could not be. Upon motion of 
Mr. Brotherton the meeting was then ad- 
journed until 5 o’clock this afternoon, when 
Mr. Bivins can testify in person, as can Dr. 
Fox on the other side, and the patrolman can 
make his statement. 

Mr. Waits says that he suffers from dizziness 
of the head when in a close, hot atmosphere 
like that of the opera house. He was injured 
in this way years ago and has never fully re- 
covered. Hie states that he never takes a 
drink, and the staggering was a simple case of 
dizziness.
